A good filler material that is easier to 

work after setting then is epoxy can be made 

by mixing "Squadron Putty-" a filler material 

found at hobby shops- with *xFLAT*x enamel paint. 

It will not work with gloss or semi-gloss paints; I don't know why. 
Neither will it work with water based paints like Latex. 


The putty uses toluene as a solvent to keep it pliable 

until used, whereupon the toluene evaporates 

and the putty hardens. 

Provide ventilation when working with this putty 

and don't smoke around it. 

You have to be prepared to get on with your job, 

because the stuff begins to set quickly, developing 

a "skin" that can't be shaped until the entire mass hardens. 


It bonds well to clean surfaces, is reasonably strong 
and is easy to work and shape after it sets. 

It would not be suitable for surfaces 

that get a lot of handling or flexing. 


The putty itself is green, 

so your choice of final colors is limited. 

Does anyone know of a similar material that 

is uncolored, so one can produce a gray or white? 
Also- what types of paints can one mix with epoxy?

Donno if anyone is doing this, but I use quite a few "AA" 
size 
cells in various devices. Mostly the Alkaline variety. When 
they 
have reached the end of their life in cameras, flashlights, 
transistor radios etc., they can be "recycled" in "boatanchor" 
gear. 

The cells usually have a lot of life left in very low drain 
service 
(1-10ma or so.) It is easy to glue them together with "super 
glue" 
in banks of 4 or 5 cells, them glue the banks together and hook 
them 
up in series to yield a nominal 22-1/2 volt or 45 volt "B" 
battery 
block. I regularly use this scheme for powering regenerative 
receivers, etc. or "C" bias supplies where little or no current 
is 
consumed. It's a way to make use of something that you would 
normally 
throw away. Also the 6 volt batteries in Polaroid film packs are 
VERY excellent sources of "B" supply when wired in series. 
Very compact as well. They are barely used in the film packs. 
If you have an associate who uses Polaroid film, have him save 
his 
old empty film packs. Each one will yield a nice 6 volt battery!

found anything that works better than this. Not silicone based, BTW. 
If you decide to use a silicone product like Armorall, you can give up 
thinking about ever repainting it again, and some people don't like the 
sticky feeling it produces, but to each his own. Barry Ornitz told me 
that there *is* a solvent which will remove silicone: air conditioning 
Freon (R-12 or R-22 should do fine! :-)) but you might have a slight 
legal problem using it like we did years ago - in an open pan, bubbling 
like mad as we immersed A/C parts for cleaning in it.

During 4/45 & 5/45 there were always 2 B-17s aloft over the English 
Channel each with pairs of running SCR522s. Each B-17 was essentially 

a repeater where one '522 received incoming VHF from over-target bombers, 
other retransmitted same info on separate widely-different freq. 


This gave a 600 mi+ VHF link for which no coding req'd since operations 
then were about unopposed & results info was only traffic passed. 


This was news to me that was reported by a perky 75-yr-old fella that 
was 20 and a tech sgt. in the AAF then. One Bill Johnson.

While preparing for a potential move, I have found a couple of items that can go 
on the block to thin out the volume. One is a working General Radio 1650B 
Impedence Bridge and the other is a TC142 tube checker (a bit larger than a 
child's lunchbox). Okay, so the 1650B is sand-state, but it still works well 
for a lot of BA repairs. These are excess to my needs, and I can either ship or 
meet in Charlotte for direct transfer. I'm asking $100 for the impedence bridge 
and $15 for the tube checker.

> a repeater where one '522 received incoming VHF from over-target bombers, 
> other retransmitted same info on separate widely-different freq. 


Interesting! As usual, the Navy came up with this idea way ahead of the 
AAF. :-) They had put carrier picket aircraft up with a pair of 
AN/ARC-1s (later AN/ARC-12s) for the same purpose. The Pacific is a lot 
bigger place with nowhere to land, so their development might have had a 
bit more urgency behind it. The first relay box was called an 
AN/ARC-18, but it was replaced before the end of the war by the ARC-28, 
which offered independent operation of the two transceivers and more 
flexibility of channel selection while in flight. The one I have here 
has little more than a couple of relays and a pair of 12SL7s inside it, 
and used AVC detection for the R/T switching. Sez here you had to make 
sure the channels were at least 4MHz apart to avoid feedback. Dunno if 
this is what the AAF used for the -522s, though it's quite likely.
